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PREFACE. 


T IS no wonder that under this critical 
Conjuncture of Affairs in Europe, where 
Revelations and Alterations in Govern- 
ment tread one upon the heels of another, that 
Learned Men of all Degrees, Qualities and Em- 
toyments, are 7 inquiſitive after the Letters and 
Correſpondencies of ſuch Perſons, as have bad 
the Honour of being employ d at, Forreign Courts 
in the Quality of Ambaſſadors, Envoys, or Refi- 
dents, or at Home ' as Pablick Miniſters ; for 
their Curioſity is ſoom accounted for, when we con- 
fider the Advantage that is gain d by ſeeing things 
as they are, in their Native Dreſs ; before the 
ſucceeding embelliſhments of Artifice or Intereſt has 
diſguis d, and render d them more Plauſible than 
in truth the Originals were deſign d for. 

Some Hiſtorians are too often guilty of Par- 
tiality, by ſupporting @ Faction, or Serving an 
Intereſt: Others for want of knowing Secret A 
fairs as they were tranſacted, ( which Publick 
Miniſters are very ſhy in communicating while 
they live, for fear of diſobliging their Maſters, or 
rendring themſelves obnoxious to Cenſure ) muſt 
conſequently give us but 4 lame and imperfett Ac- 
count of Men and Things; but Men of Learn- 
mpg are conſcious, That this Partiality or Defect 
is abundantly and ſatisfactorily Remedied and 
Supplied, by the Publication of thoſe great Mens 
Letters and Memoirs after their Deaths, that

tranſacted thoſe Affairs in Perſon, wherein the Cu- 
rious want Satisfaction; for by this means Secrets 
are diſcovered, Intreagues laid open, Myſteries Re- 
vealed, and Matters of Fact ſet in their proper 
lights as they were acted, with all the adhering 
1 Circumſtances of Time, Place, Perſons, Concurrence, 
14 Oppoſition, Diſpatch and Delays, without a Poſſi- 
bility, at leaſt a Probability, of impoſing upon the 
| Enquirer ; unleſs we could conclude that Truth 
= and Juitice were baniſh'd the World, which would 
| diſcover a greater want of Charity, than any Inge- 
nuous Man would be thought guilty of. 
But with reſpect to that pretence, the Purcha-

Of his EXCELLENCY 
Sir Richard Fanſhaw, 
And his Wruings.

AIR Richard Fanſhaw, created a Baronet by 
| King Charles the Firſt, at the Siege of Ox- 
ford, was Youngeſt Son to Sir Henry Fan- 
ſhaw, of Ware Park in Hertfordſhire, the King's 
Remembrancer in the Court of Exchequer (which 
is an Office of great Honour and Truft, where- 
of that Family have had for many Generations, 
and ſtill have the Inheritance) and was Brother 
to the Right Honourable Thomas Viſcount Fan- 

ſhaw of Dromore, and to Sir Simon Fanſhaw, Bar. 
He was a Gentleman admirably accompliſh- 
cd, having received the firſt Rudiments of his 
Education from our famous Mr. Farnaby, and af- 
terwards compleated his Studies in the Univerfi- 
ty of Cambridge 5 from whence he went to Tra- 
vel beyond the Seas. After this, attending the 
Court, and growing Eminent for his excellent 
Parts and Learning, in the time of the late Civil 
Wars in England, he was made Secretary to the 

Prince of Wales. | 

At the Reſtoration of King Charles II. in the 
Year 1660, it was expected that Sir Richard Fan-

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. Accomntof Sir Richard Fanſhaw. 
a would have been made one of the Secreta- 
ries of State, not only from the Kindneſs his 


Maſter had ns, Freya for him, and the Hopes 
| 


formerly given him of it, bur like wiſe as a Re- 
compence in ſome meaſure, for the great Suffer... 
ings which both bis Family and himſelf had ſu- 
ſtain'd in that King's Service. However milling 
that Preferment, he had the Place of Maſter ot 


| Requeſts conferred on him, a Station, in thaſe 


times, of conſiderable Profit. Afterwards for 


his known Abilities, and accurate Stile in Wri- 


ting Latin, he was alſo. made Secretary of 
the Latin Tongue: but having, in his Youth, 
and during his Maſter's Exile, reſided in For- 
reign Courts, whereby he had qualified him- 
ſelf for publick Employments abroad, he was 
ſent by the King Envoy Extraordinaay to Por- 
tugal ; From whence after a while, being cal- 
led home, he quickly returned to that Court 
with the Character of Ambaſlador. There 
he Negotiated the Match of his Maſter King 
Charles, with the Infanta Donna Catherina, 
Daughter of the late King Don Fuan VI. and 
= Siſter to the then King Don Alfonſo the 
IV. and to the preſent Don Pedro, now Reign- 
When he had finiſh'd his Commiſſion in 
Portugal, with great Satisfaction, as well to 
that King, as to his Own, he was called back 
in the Year 1663. made one of his Majelty's 
Privy Council, and ſent Ambaſſador to Phil; 

the 4th King of Spain, where he had been Re- 
fident from King Charles the Firſt, above twen- 
iy Years before. In this Court he remained 
after the Death of King Philip abour two Years, 
Charles the Second of Spain being then an Les

fant, and his Kingdoms under the R 
the Queen, his Mother. Here in the Year 1666 


this excellent Perſon falling fick of a Fever, 


dyed at his Houſe in Madrid in the Fifty 
Ninth Year of his Age; the very Day, on 
which he had deſigned to ſet out in order to his 
return home. 4 | 

His Body was embalmed, and brought from 
thence, by his Lady, thro Spain and France, by 
Land to Calais, whence he was convey d by Sea 


to London, thence carried to Ware in Hertford- 
ſhire, and there honourably Interred in the 


Pariſh Church, among his Anceſtors with a fair 
Monument of Marble over him. 

He was a compleat Mafter of ſeveral Mo- 
dern Languages, particularly the Spaniſh, which 
he Spake and Writ with as much exactneſs, 


as if he had been Native of that Country. 


He likewiſe underſtood perfectly well the 
Portuguexe, the Italian and French; Out of 
which he Tranſlated ſeveral choice Pieces in- 
to Engliſh, ſuch as L Paſtor Fido, the faithful 
Shepberd, out of the Lalian of Gio. Battiſta 
Guarini: Alſo a Drammatic Poem. out of 
Spaniſh, called Querer por ſolo Querer, or To Love 
only to Love; together with divers other Pieces 
of Poetry and Proſe: Whereof ſome he did 
into Latin, and others into Ergliſh. But for 
his Loyalty and Zeal to his Maſter's Service, 
being toſſed from Place to Place; and from 
Country to Country, during the unſettled 
Times of our Anarchy, ſome of his Manu- 
ſcripts falling by Misfortune into unskilful 
Hands, were Printed and Publiſh'd without 
his Conſent or Knowledg, and before he could

give them his laſt finiſhing ſtroaks. Such 
was his Tranſlation of The Luſiads, a celebrated 
. Poem of Luis de Camoens from the Portugueze:.

Ai Play of The Faithful Shepherdeſs into Latin 
Verſe; with many other Poems of his on, 
both in Engliſh and Latin, which he had 
written for his diverſion in his Younger Years, 
but had not the Leiſure to compleat.

fin Prince Rupert, Admiral of our Fleet, was in- 
hibited to come into the Ports of Spain, and 
ſuch of our ſaid Fleet were by Storm driven in- 
to Cartagena, and there Stranded, the Ships Pil- 
laged, and the Tackle and Ordnance of our 
Ships moſt injuriouſly detained from us, and de- 
nied to be reſtored to us tho' often demanded. 
That at this time, and after all this, our Fleet was 
Received and Protected in Lisbon, againſt all the 
Threats of ©Cromwell, and tho” it was evident at 
the ſame time, that Portugal it ſelf would by that 
Act of Generoſity, become engaged in a War 
againſt England, as it quickly fell out to be, 
which brought infinite loſs and damage upon 
them; And now after 4 theſe Offices performed 
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From hence you may take the opportunity to 
continue ar renew this Conference, and deſire 
him calmly to conſider, whether in truth this

Y Laſt of the 29th. of Feb. Engliſh Style

From Carmona, the next day to Fuentes, a ve- 
ry pleaſant and healthful ſmall Town, from 
whence the Marqueſs (Uncle to the now Duke, 
Medina Sidania) had his Title.

That which was 
refſected on as what might be an occaſion of 
their ſudden Aſſembly, was a War with Hol- 
land, wherein the Houſes labour'd ro engage

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that the Wrongs and Inſolences offered us by 
the Dutch,were the great obſtruction of Trade, 
which they deſired his Majeſty to redreſs in 
Ways proper for him. He, according to his 
wont, gave them a gracious Anſwer, promiſing 
to make demand of uſt ſatisfaction, which if 
denied he would endeavour to compel them to 
give it, and in purſuit thereof he depended up- 
on the Aid and Aſſiſtance promiſed by theHouſe, 
who offered to engage their Lives and Fortunes 
with him. Hs Majeſty hath commanded Sir George 
Downing to make a ſtep hither to give b Ad- 
vice, who believes the Dutch.will be forward and 
fail to make due Satisfaction, and will leave us no 
Juſt Foundation for a War. Newertheleſs his Majeſty 
in juſt caution not to be ſurpriſed, inſtantly ſetting 
forth to Sea 12 Royal Ships, and Rigging 30 more.

Aiting on his Majeſty on Mwnday Iaſt to 
Chatham, I had not time to acknow- 
ledge your Excellencies received that day of 
May 18. N. S. Encloſed in it ar other of yours to 
Monſuer de Lienne, expoſtulating upon many 
Points. By my next I will be able to ſend you 
an exact account of what Wine is allowed the 
French Ambaſſador here Cuſtom- free, as like- 
wiſe what Sir Richard Brown knows of ſuch A- 
lowances there. In the mean time I cannor 
bur applaud your reſolution to ſtir no farther 
in your Pretence, the ground wherof being an 
effect of their Auſterity, if that do not continue 
it, it will be too dear bought to ask it the ſe- 
cond time. 

This Evening I receiv'd alſo your Excellen- 
cies of May 22. N. S. in Which, as alſo in 
your former, you diſcourſe to me all that can 
be ſaid concerning the Conſuls; as for the 
Objection of that Court to his Majeſties Nomi- 
nation of Conſuls of his own Nation, and 
endeavouring to impoſe upon our Merchants 
the uſe of their Brokers for the diſpatch of 
their Ships; it is certainly a very offenſive and 
injurious Impoſition, and ſuch a one as they 
themſelves will not ſubmit unto in other Coun- 
tries; for which reaſon the conſtant ney 
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of former times, and the infinite prejudice 
our Merchants would receive by having them- 
ſelves and their Goods at the mercy of thoſe 
Brokers, your Excellency mutt refit this Vio- 
lence to the utmoſt.

thority, in the Execution of their Charges, as

Ince the Meſſenger I ſent, who is, I hope, 
by this time well on his way hitherward 
again, I have not been able to write unto your 
Excellency, my Indiſpoſition having ſtill con- 
tinued, by that Defluxion upon the fide of my 
Face and Teeth, which is not yet quite gone 
but much better. I have received ſince, a 
Letter from you of October 12, N. S. brought 
me by a Gentleman of the Ambaſſador of Man- 
tua, and with it a Relation concerning Gigeri, 

which giving an advantage to the Moors, was 
not then believed, when every day the Victo- 
riesof the French, were cried up and down the 
Streets, but ir ſeems it- was true enough, as by 
the Sequel appeared ; very few days after, the 
news coming of the French quitting the Town 
and Country, and leaving all their ſick Men 
and Cannon behind; and, to ſet oui their hand, 
of thoſe that did get off, when they were come 
hame upon the Coaſt of France, a ſhip ſunk 
with ten Companies, one of their chief Com- 
manders, Monſ. de la Guillotiere, and fifty Vo- 
luntiers, Perſons of Quality in it. We have 
been here in great apprehenſions alſo for the 
Young Queen, who ſick of an Ague fell in La- 
bor, ſomething ir ſeems before her time, upon 
this day ſennight, Sunday in the morning, and 
was delivered of a Daughter, both of them in 
great danger with ftrong Convulſion a for 
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ome days, and obſerved to Sympathize roge- 
ther, the Child to be worſe or better as the Mo: .

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ir is no ſmall Reputation to his Majeſty,

His morning, ſent unto by the Duke of Me- 
dina de lam Torres, 1 met his Excellency in 
the Buen Retiro, where, in the firſt place, he told 
me, an Anſwer I ſhould have to my Propoſals 
(the ſame I ſent you by Mr. Augier) but, that 
thoſe could be no Foundation of a Treaty; for 
that they were the ſame which the Tyranical U- 
ſurped Powers of England made to Don Alonzo de 
Cardonas. I ſaid, it was very true, and were then 
treated upon; but, that this was not the Title Don 
Alonzo then gave them, as will appear upon their 
Entrys in the Preface of the ſame Treaty, where 
he tells them, the greateſt Monarch in the World 
is the firſt to acknowledge them a Free State. The 
Duke reply'd, that was one of the Follies of Don 
Alonzo, for which his Catholick Majeſty remov'd 
him from thence. | 
Then the Duke fell upon my talk of leaving 
this Court, ſaying, it was impoſſible ro be meant 
in earneſt, whereby to give the World occaſion to 
dilcourſe, as if England were breaking with Spain; 
Ordinary 4 being, by common accep- 
tion, in the nature of continuing Pawns, between 
Princes and States, of Peace and Amity already 
Eſtabliſhed, without treating any farther matters. 
Such a Peace was that in 1630, in full force at 
this day, by virtue of the ſolemn Publication and 
Renewing thereof between the two Crowns; ſince 
the Reſtauration of his Majeſty of Great Britain;

with Portugal likewiſe. | 

2. If we would Trade ſecurely, even as to 

Friends, to or from Portugal,or within 30 Leagues 
of it (according to the preſent Rule and Practice 
of Spain) we muſt either Trade with Convoys, 
or take all Spaniſh Subjects that go in or out of the 
United Provinces, or which may be „ In- 
terpreted to be bound for or from the lame;

thereby to oblige his Catholick Majeſty to grant 
us the ſame Privilege, as to Comerce with Po- 
:ygal, which both the Hollander: and Hamburghers 
have, by expreſs Article. I will not ſay (until 
we have it ſo) that we may fairly make Prize of 
thoſe Prize-makers, as the Hollanders have done; 
and juſtified it without hazarding their Peace with 
Spain; tho', on the other ſide, it feems very hard, 
thar becauſe our old Articles could not take notice 
of the preſent Difference between Spain and Portu- 
gal yet allowing us equal Traffick with both) and 
Spain will make none New with us: We there- 
fore ſhould be thrown into the ſame predicament 
with the Fencb, who have expreſly Articled, they 
will have nothing to do with Pertygal, whether 
in Trade or other wiſe. 

3. If we would have certain and conſtant Prat- 
tick for his Majeſties Frigats in the Spaniſh Ports, 
and Free Comerce with Tangier, without being 
ſubjett to Reverſal of Orders on that behalf, or 
Humour of Governours ; we muſt perfect the 
Mole and Fortifications of Tangier, with what elſe 
ſhall be there neceſſary; whereby having leſs need of 
the one and the other, and enabled, in ſome mea- 
ſure, to retaliate good or bad Correſpondence, 
we ſhall have of them what we liſt, for the future, 
with a great deal of Love ro boot ; whereas now 
the leaſt Indulgence to us is grudged, and very 
ſparingly complied with. ; 

4. If we would not have the Spaniards take our 
Men, Ships; and Places too, in the Indies, where- 
ever they are the ſtronger (as they do, and more- 
over avow ſuch Actions not to be againſt the Ar- 
ticles) we muſt declare that Freedom to be Reci- 
procal, and act accordingly. 

5. If we would Trade with the Spaniards in the

(a word 
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(a word to that purpoſe having been dropt out to 
me, by way of bait, to talk of that matter, which 
I declined, by a great Miniſter, but not of the firſt 
Rank. I had almoſt ſaid (according to the Sence. 
of many very Experienced Engliſb, in matters of 
Comerce) nor accept it neither, tho* it ſhould 
be granted for nothing, unleſs it could be by way 
of Free Mart, in ſome Neighbouring Gariſon or 
Gariſons of our own, upon certain ſet Days and 
Times of the Tear; the which is humbly conceived 

more probable to be the natural Effect of Time 
it ſelf, than of any Treaty in the preſent that 
Could have been.

unfruitful, as they wovld be, if the People of 
the Common-Wealth of England, whilſt they 
have recoutſe to and from the Kingdoms, and 
Dominions of the ſaid King of Spain, and do re- 
main there for Commerce, ſhould be moleſted in 
the cauſe of Conſcience.

And the faid Parliament ſhall likewiſe for 
the ſame Reaſons, and upon the ſame Grounds, 
take care that within the faid Common- Wealth, 
or any of the Dominions of the ſame, the Sub- 
es of the King of Spain ſhall not be moleſted 
or diſquĩeted in the caſe of Conſcience, in uſing 
their Trade or Commerce, ſo as they give no 
Scandal unto others, any Law, Statute or Cuſtom 
on either fide to the contrary notwithſtanding. 
The laſt Clauſe of this Article, to wit, the reci-. 
procation in the caſe of Religion is new, the refs of it 
agrees with the 19th Article of the Treaty of 1630. 
XVII. Jem, That if it happen any Goods or
